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Dental Hygiene Institute to Be Merged with 
Chicago Dental Society 


When the Chicago Dental Society de- 
cided to undertake a comprehensive pro- 
gram of public education in dental 
health, it was felt that this could best 
be accomplished through the medium of 
an independent organization. Conse- 
quently, the Dental Hygiene Institute 
was set up and commenced operation 
February 1, 1942. 

While substantial progress has been 
made during the Institute’s brief exist- 
ence, it has become increasingly ap- 
parent that its program could be further 
expedited if the Institute’s affiliation with 
the Chicago Dental Society were more 
widely known. Motives of unidentified 
groups are likely to be questioned ; official 
bodies, such as the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety, enjoy public confidence, and identi- 
fication with the Society would-eliminate 
many obstacles to carrying out an ag- 
gressive educational program. This pro- 
gram, it is felt by those who have viewed 
the problem at close range, could be car- 
ried on with greater effectiveness if the 
administering agency were an integral 
part of the Society. Likewise, financial 
support would be easier to obtain. 

Following a study of the problem from 
all angles by the Committee on Com- 
mittees of the Chicago Dental Society, 
and after consultation with representa- 
tives of various interested groups includ- 
both the profession and the dental trades, 
a recommendation was unanimously ap- 
proved by the Society’s Board of Di- 
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rectors that the Institute be merged with 
the Chicago Dental Society and its ac- 
tivities continued as a dental health 
council or similar committee under the 
direct supervision of the Society’s Board 
of Directors. 

This recommendation was accepted 
by the Institute’s directors at a special 
meeting on August 11, the merger to take 
place as soon as a proper mechanism is 
set up within the Society to carry on the 
objectives of the Institute. 

The Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Dental Society at its meeting on Septem- 
ber 19 authorized the President to ap- 
point a committee to work out details and 
to report their suggestions at the next 
Board meeting. President Oppice ap- 
pointed the following committee for this 
purpose: Robert I. Humphrey, Chair- 
man; Arno L. Brett, Glenn E. Cart- 
wright, Lon W. Morrey, T. C. Starshak, 
F. S. Tittle, Robert J. Wells and Joseph 
B. Zielinski, with J. Walker Black, Jules 
Ehrhardt and Earl K. Spangler as lay 
counsellors. 

This action does not contemplate any 
radical changes in the functions or staff 
of the Institute. It is merely a change of 
organization which, in the opinion of 
the directors of the Society, will be bene- 
ficial in developing an aggressive pro- 
gram, more readily acceptable to all 
groups. The new plan contemplates 
continued active participation of lay- 
men who have been so helpful in the 
work of the Institute from its inception.

Dr. Balint Orban Gives Sterling Performance 


Periodontal diseases proved to be a 
fascinating subject at the September 
Monthly Meeting of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society and dentists from far and 
near gathered in the Red Lacquer Room 
of the Palmer House to drink from the 
fount of knowledge. Dr. Balint Orban, 
Professor of Oral Pathology and Re- 
search at the Chicago College of Dental 
Surgery, was the speaker and held his 
audience in close attention despite a 
mass of detail that bid fair to swamp 
the average intellect. Research worker, 
teacher, author and clinician he pre- 
sented his subject in an illuminating 
and provocative fashion. Dr. Orban 
was introduced by Dr. Harold Hillen- 
brand, Chairman of the Monthly Meet- 
ing Program Committee, who stated that 
the entire season’s program is now in 
order, details of which appear in this 
issue. 


HONORS 


Before the start of the scientific ses- 
sion President Oppice introduced Dr. 
Frank Cady of the United States Public 
Health Service, who has been stationed 
in Chicago for the past year and who 
has made many contributions to the 
Chicago Dental Society during his stay 
here. Dr. Cady will be transferred to the 
Pacific Coast in the near future and the 
Society chose this way to do him honor. 
Two members of the Armed Services 
were elected to Honorary Membership : 
Col. Arnett P. Matthews of the Sixth 
Service Command and Capt. J. A. Tartre, 
of Great Lakes Naval Training Station, 
both well known to Chicago Dental 
Society audiences and both of whom 
have given without stint when called 
upon for clinical talent. 


PERIODONTAL DISEASE 


There are so many manifestations of 
periodontal disease that differentiation is 
difficult. Pyorrhea is probably the oldest 


term in general use that is applied to 
this condition but it has fallen into dis- 
repute. Periodontoclasia is even worse, 
according to Dr. Orban, and neither of 
them mean a thing. They lack a scien- 
tific basis. He proposed a nomenclature 
that would correct this and divided 
periodontal disease into six classes: 
Gingivitis, Periodontitis, Periodontosis, 
Periodontal Atrophy, Gingival Hyper- 
trophy and Occlusal Traumatism. These 
terms are, for the most part, self ex- 
planatory. Dr. Orban stated at the onset 
that periodontal disease could be cured 
and proceeded to demonstrate just how 
it could be done. He showed a number 
of colored slides depicting the six divi- 
sions and showing just what treatment 
was most effective for the particular case. 
Ulcerative gingivitis (Vincent’s disease, 
Trench mouth,) came in for considera- 
tion, also. Dr. Orban stressed the point 
that if good oral hygiene is established 
almost any treatment works. “The fact 
is, the worse a case of trench mouth ap- 
pears to be the quicker it responds to 
treatment.” 


Dr. Orban is not partial to any par- 
ticular method of treatment of periodon- 
tal disease. Surgery, electro-coagulation 
or chemical packs can be used as seems 
advisable. The elimination of the 
pockets is ninety per cent of the prob- 
lem. He spent considerable time de- 
scribing the methods of post-operative 
treatment and possibly discouraged some 
of the less hardy souls by saying that even 
when a case is “finished” it must be seen 
every two or three days over a period of 
several weeks and the granulations 
searched out and destroyed. But he 
offered encouragement too, by stating 
that the whole procedure could be done 
in a painless manner. Some “before and 
after” photographs of stubborn cases con- 
cluded the evening’s performance.—

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Story of the Chicago Crime Commission 


Alliance Between Politics and Crime 


The Committee to Cooperate with 
the Chicago Crime Commission presents 
its fifth of a series of articles in connec- 
tion with crime in Chicago and what the 
“Commission” has done to help correct 
the situation. 


While the Chicago Crime Commis- 
sion had its attention almost entirely cen- 
tered on gangster depredations, per- 
formance in the criminal courts began 
to show signs of serious deterioration ; 
untried indictments began to accumu- 
late; bargaining with defendants for 
pleas of guilty was becoming a habit, and 
court industry was on the decline. Dur- 
ing the same period observers assigned 
to the police department reported defi- 
nite indications that district captains 
were suppressing complaints of crimes 
on a wholesale scale in order to make 
a good showing. 


Careful analysis of criminal court sta- 
tistics for 1927 and the first three months 
of 1928 brought convincing proof that 
drastic action would have to be taken 
immediately to prevent a complete 
breakdown in administration of criminal 
justice. The records disclosed that al- 
most 2,000 undisposed cases cluttered 
the dockets while judges spent less than 
an average of three hours on the bench 
daily; that felony and court waivers 
were being granted most promiscuously 
and in record-breaking totals; that pro- 
bations were handed out as generously 
as waivers to defendants who saved the 
courts and prosecutors time by pleading 
guilty. 


Armed with authoritative _ statistics 
and observers’ accurate reports, the Chi- 
cago Crime Commission took drastic ac- 
tion. In April 1928, its president re- 
leased over his signature a stinging state- 
ment calling attention to the shocking 
record of murders and bartering with 
criminals in courts and charging the ex- 
istence of an alliance between politics 
and crime. Included also was a demand 


that three judges be removed from serv- 
ice in the criminal courts. 


The challenge by the Commission 
could not be ignored. The Chief Jus- 
tices of the Superior and Circuit Courts 
ordered an exhaustive investigation by 
three jurists sitting en banc. The Com- 
mission submitted hundreds of files con- 
taining reports on and records of waivers 
and probations. There was no denying 
the evidence submitted and improve- 
ment followed immediately. Waivers 
and probations shrank to infinitesimal 
totals and bartering in courts was a thing 
of the past. The three judges left the 
criminal court and one of them was not 
reelected. 


A survey conducted by the Chicago 
Crime Commission in police districts con- 
clusively proved that crime reports were 
being suppressed on a wholesale scale. 
This disclosure led to the installation of 
a new system of reporting. The result 
was that 15,943 robberies were reported 
in 1932 as against 1,263 in 1928, while 
879 burglaries in 1928 jumped to 22,791 
in 1932. 

The Commission is not a part of any 
government, state, county, or city sub- 
division. It is not endowed; does not 
share in “tag days” or other fund drives. 
It is supported solely by voluntary con- 
tributions of public spirited citizens who 
recognize its civic value.

ALLAN BRODIE NAMED 
DEAN AT ILLINOIS 


Allan G. Brodie, Professor and Head 
of the Department of Orthodontia, has 
been appointed Acting Dean of the 
University of Illinois College of Dentis- 
try, beginning September 1. Dr. Brodie 
received the degree of Doctor of Dental 
Surgery from the University of Penn- 
sylvania in 1919. He is also a-graduate 
of the Angle School of Orthodontia and 
holds the degrees of Master of Science 
and Doctor of Philosophy in Anatomy 
from the University of Illinois. - 

Dr. Brodie came to the University of 
Illinois in 1929 as Assistant Professor of 
Orthodontia, to develop a graduate de- 
partment of orthodontia. In 1937 under- 
graduate courses in orthodontia as well 
as graduate courses were placed under 
the direction of Dr. Brodie, who reor- 
ganized the entire program in under- 
graduate orthodontia. Since that time 
Dr. Brodie’s contact with the undergrad- 
uate body and his interest in dental edu- 
cation have been constant. A number of 
his graduate students have achieved dis- 
tinction in the field of orthodontia. 

Dr. Brodie has been active in profes- 
sional and dental educational societies, 
a number of which he has served in an 
official capacity. Among those societies 
of which he is past president are the 
Chicago Section of the International 
Association for Dental Research, the Chi- 
cago Association of Orthodontists, and 
the Midwestern Component of the Ed- 
ward H. Angle Society. He is a Fellow 
of the Chicago Institute of Medicine, a 
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member of Sigma Xi, the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence, the American Association of Anat- 
omists, and the Chicago, Illinois and 
American Dental Societies. 

He delivered the first Edward H. 
Angle Memorial Lecture before the 
American Association of Orthodontists 
in 1940, and was Orthodontic Delegate 
from the United States to the IX Inter- 
national Dental Congress in Vienna in 
1936. 

Dr. Brodie’s research in growth and 
development of the head has received 
national recognition and has proved to 
be of value in clinical practice as well as 
in the advancement of science.

NATIONAL RESEARCH COUNCIL 
CONDUCTS NUTRITION SURVEY 


The Committee on Food Habits of the 
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National Research Council has recently 
conducted a study on “Attitude Toward 
Further Information About Nutrition.” 
The most striking result of the interview 
with these men and women was the 
favorable attitude which a large majority 
had toward nutrition information. 

The study showed that women who 
would like to know more about nutrition 
are those who already have some knowl- 
edge of the subject and are trying to put 
into practice the knowledge they now 
have. There were others who are con- 
tent with the information they now have 
but think other people need to know 
more. 

Suggestions were given by the women 
interviewed as to the kind of informa- 
tion wanted and the most acceptable 
method of presenting nutrition informa- 
tion to the public.

Improvement of Health in Twenty-Five 
Years:—The health of the American people 
is essential in the war effort. Fortunately the 
country has never been better fortified in this 
regard than it is today. A succession of note- 
worthy discoveries in medical science and 
developments in public health have prepared 
us better for the hardships and vicissitudes of 
modern warfare than we were twenty-five 
years ago. The experience among industrial 
policyholders of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company proves that the adjusted death 
rate has been reduced slightly more than 50 
per cent in the course of the last quarter 
century. This reduction has appeared in prac- 
tically every important cause of death. In- 
deed the diseases of childhood and infancy 
have been virtually eliminated as a cause of 
death within this period, thus resulting not 
only in a substantial saving of life at early 
ages but also the sparing of many disabling 
sequels of these diseases to young people living 
today. The death rate from tuberculosis 
among industrial policyholders has been re- 
duced to about one-fifth that of 1917; the 
mortality from syphilis is less than half of 
what it was in 1917. Similar trends have 
been manifest for pneumonia, maternal mor- 
tality and appendicitis. For motor vehicle 
accidents, however, the rate has more than 
doubled since 1917—the one notable excep- 
tion. The experience of this large group of 
industrial policyholders may be considered 
generally applicable to the nation as a whole. 
J.A.M.A., 119:267 (May 16) 1942. 


Is Longevity Inherited?—-To determine the 
actuarial basis of the common belief that age 
is determined to a large extent by heredity, 
Dublin and Marks’ analyzed the records of 
some seventy thousand persons insured by the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company for 
whom complete and accurate data of length 
of life were available concerning them and 
their ancestors. It is concluded that this study 
points broadly to a positive relationship be- 
tween the longevity of parents and offspring, 
but this holds true ‘only when the parents 
were still living when the insurance was 
written. This raises the further question of 
whether longevity in these cases is really due 
to inheritance or to environmental conditions. 
Death of the parents and consequent break- 
ing of the home create a risk of early death 
that seems more than to offset any inherited 
factor. The greater importance of environ- 
ment is further demonstrated by the fact that 
the maximum difference in expectation of life 
due to heredity at the age of 20 does not 
exceed three years, while there has been an 
average gain of about five years recorded 
among men of the same age in the general 
population during this century. ‘Certainly, 
on the basis of conditions in the world today,” 
the study concludes, ‘“‘the environmentalists 
have distinctly the better of the argument in 
so far as relates to the question of longevity.”
